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Community  Uneasy 
After  Shootings 

Seeks  Revival  of 
Gang  Task  Force 


Last  May,  Stanley  Chu  of  Jamaica 
Plain  decided  to  write  a  letter  to  Har- 
vard-Kent  School  Principal  Jack  Hal- 
loran  commending  his  daughter’s 
kindergarten  teacher,  who  he  felt  had 
done  an  excellent  job  teaching  his 
daughter. 

"The  teacher  has  taught  her  to  read 
and  write  with  the  help  of  some  interest¬ 
ing  methods...She  enjoys  school  very 
much  and  would  not  want  to  miss  one 
single  class...Mrs  Yee  has  stressed  the 
principle  of  teaching  through  creativity, 
observation,  patience  and  inde¬ 
pendence,"  he  wrote. 

Chu,  who  is  originally  from  Hong 
Kong,  is  one  of  a  number  of  Asian 
parents  who  recently  toured  the  Har- 
vard-Kent  School  with  Assistant  Prin¬ 
cipal  Maria  Nguyen. 

Chu  explains  that  his  daughter 
couldn’t  speak  English  when  she  first 
went  to  kindergarten  because  he  and  his 
wife  generally  speak  Chinese  at  home. 
His  daughter  was  also  an  only  child  and 
tended  to  be  quiet  around  other 
children,  he  explains.  The  school,  says 
Chu,  has  been  effective  in  making  his 
daughter  feel  more  comfortable  inter¬ 
acting  with  other  children. 

Chu  believes  that  the  goal  of  a  good 
school  should  help  students  achieve 
academically,  learn  to  be  obedient  and 
well-behaved,  and  be  creative  and  think 
independently.  He  believes  that  Har- 
vard-Kent  has  so  far  been  able  to  ac¬ 
complish  these  tasks  for  his  daughter. 

Chu  believes  that  another  plus  for  the 
school  is  its  use  of  computers  in  the 
classrooms  -  even  in  kindergarten  clas¬ 
ses.  "It’s  important  for  them  (children) 
to  keep  pace  with  the  changing  technol¬ 
ogy,"  he  says. 

Most  Asian-born  parents  note  dif¬ 
ferences  between  Asian  schools  and 
Americans  schools.  While  these  dif¬ 
ferences  may  sometimes  upset  Asian 
parents,  Chu  seems  generally  happy 
with  the  American  approach  so  far. 

He  notes  that  Asian  schools  tend  to 
be  less  liberal  and  also  tend  to  place 
more  demands  on  students  than 
American  schools.  Students  simply  are 
required  to  learn  more.  This  is  especially 
true  regarding  math. 

Chu  suggests  that  students  are  re¬ 
quired  to  learn  more  in  Hong  Kong 
schools,  in  part  because  competition  is 
keener.  In  Asian  countries  there  are 
generally  more  students  competing  for 
fewer  places  in  institutions  of  higher 
learning.

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Harvard-Kent: 

A  Public  Primary 
School  that  Works 

The  students  in  the  third  grade  bilin¬ 
gual  class  at  the  Harvard-Kent  Elemen¬ 
tary  School  are  clearly  excited  about 
today’s  class  activity.  They  are  perform¬ 
ing  an  experiment  in  which  each  student 
takes  a  turn  adding  drops  of  water  to  a 
glass  of  water.  They  are  trying  to  deter¬ 
mine  how  far  above  the  edge  of  the  glass 
the  water  can  rise  before  it  spills  over  the 
side. 

Guiding  them  through  the  experi¬ 
ment  are  two  volunteer  teachers  from 
the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources 
Authority,  Linda  Tom,  the  children’s 
third  grade  bilingual  teacher,  and  a  City 
Year  volunteer.  The  program  is  called 
Aqua  Smarts  and  it’s  meant  to  teach 
children  about  the  science  and  wonders 
of  water. 

It’s  one  of  the  many  programs  that 
has  made  the  Harvard-Kent  School  in 
Charlestown  a  popular  choice  for 
Chinese  parents  selecting  public 
elementary  schools  for  their  children. 
While  many  Chinatown  parents  prefer 
to  send  their  children  to  the  Josiah 
Quincy  School  in  Chinatown  because  of 
its  proximity  to  home,  the  Harvard-Kent 
School  in  Charlestown  has  also  become 
a  popular  choice  for  parents  because  of

Charlestown  High: 
Payzant  Appoints 
New  Headmaster 

Boston  School  Superintendent 
Thomas  Payzant  has  named  Marilyn 
f  i  Hurwitz  to  be  the  new  headmaster  of 
Charlestown  High  School,  replacing 
Stacy  Johnson,  who  was  recently 
criticized  for  his  management  of  the 
school  in  a  recent  accreditation  review. 

The  site  of  the  city’s  only  high  school 
Chinese  bilingual  education  program, 
Charlestown  High  School  has  been 
threatened  with  a  loss  of  accreditation 
following  a  review  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
(NEASC).  The  Association  reviews 
schools  every  10  years  to  determine  if 
(they  meet  accreditation  standards. 
Charlestown  High  now  has  until  today 
to  show  cause  why  it  should  not  be 
placed  on  probation. 

In  its  report,  NEASC  criticized 
Johnson  as  being  inaccessible  to 
teachers.  "Serious  concerns  have  also 
arisen  about  the  lack  of  communication 
between  the  headmaster  and  the  facul¬ 
ty,"  the  report  states.  "A  distinct  lack  of 
communication  is  felt  by  the  faculty. 
Similarly,  concern  is  expressed  at  the 
lack  of  inviting  two-way,  honest  com¬ 
munication  and  visible  involvement  in 
the  management  and  leadership  of  the

Two  shooting  incidents  in 
Chinatown  last  month  have  revived 
fears  in  the  community  that  gang-re¬ 
lated  activity  may  be  on  the  rise. 

To  ally  community  concerns,  the 
Boston  Police  Department  has  in¬ 
stituted  foot  patrols  on  the  streets  of  the 
area  during  the  holiday  season. 

In  the  first  incident,  Xi-Jin  Chen  was 
shot  on  Tyler  Street  near  Tai  Tung  Vil¬ 
lage  Nov.  17  at  12:28  AM.  A  witness 
said  the  shooting  took  place  following 
an  argument  among  a  group  of  men  near 
Tai  Tung  Village.  The  witness  observed 
a  suspect,  who  was  described  as  having  a 
mustache  and  wearing  a  leather  jacket 
and  jeans,  take  out  a  gun  and  shoot  five 
or  six  times.  The  victim  then  ran  about 
20  yards  down  Tyler  Street  before  col¬ 
lapsing. 

The  witness  said  the  men  who  had 
been  with  the  shooter  entered  106  Tyler 
St.  and  emerge  a  short  time  later.  They 
then  walked  toward  Kneeland  Street. 
The  victim  was  treated  at  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital. 

In  the  second  incident,  two  youths 
were  shot  in  a  street  brawl  on  Tyler 
Street  Nov.  18  at  about  9:15  P.M. 

According  to  the  police,  a  number  of 
the  youths  involved  in  the  incident  had 
just  left  the  China  Pearl  Restaurant  and 
began  to  talk  with  a  second  group  of 
youths  near  the  Peach  Farm  Restaurant 
across  the  Street. 

A  police  officer  working  on  a  paid 
detail  nearby  was  alerted  to  the  distur¬ 
bance  by  a  "metal  noise"  that  caught  his 
attention.  When  he  arrived  at  the  scene, 
he  saw  youths  lined  up  on  both  sides  of 
Tyler  street. 

The  officer  struggled  with  a  suspect 
he  believed  was  doing  the  shooting. 
Another  youth  helped  the  gunman  es¬ 
cape  after  a  struggle  with  the  police  of¬ 
ficer.  The  gunmen  who  escaped  was 
described  as  being  about  5  feet  10,  170 
pounds,  and  wearing  a  burgundy  jacket. 
A  second  gunman  was  also  believed  to 
have  been  involved  in  the  incident. 

Police  were  subsequently  called  to 
the  scene  and  picked  up  nine  youths 
fleei"  i  from  the  area.  Arrested  by  police 
were  Nguyen  Vo  Hoang,  18,  of  13  B  St., 
South  Boston,  who  was  allegedly  carry¬ 
ing  a  baseball  bat;  Quyen  Van  Tran,  20, 
of  9  Lewis  St.,  #2,  Worcester;  Vu  Hoan 
Le,  22,  of  29  Upland  St.,  Worcester;  Ngo . 
Hau  Thanh,  20,  of  North  Carolina; 
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Police  officer  patrolling  in  Chinatown  this  week. 


Three  Parents  Talk 
About  Harvard-Kent 
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Harvard-Kent 
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its  programs  and  growing  reputation. 

A  tour  of  the  school  during  class 
hours  suggests  why  the  school’s  reputa¬ 
tion  is  growing.  For  one  thing,  it’s  a 
bright,  well-equipped  school  in  which 
students  appear  to  be  involved  in  learn¬ 
ing.  The  staff  also  provides  students  with 
a  broad  range  of  learning  opportunities. 
During  one  short  period  of  an  ordinary 
school  day,  a  volunteer  was  reading 
aloud  a  story  to  a  small  group  of  stu¬ 
dents;  children  were  working  out  math 
problems  on  computers  in  the  school’s- 
up-to-date  computer  lab;  and  a  class  was 
learning  French  folk  songs  from  a  local 
musician. 

Ask  Harvard-Kent  Principal  Jack 
Halloran  what  makes  a  school  an  effec¬ 
tive  place  to  learn  and  he  answers  it’s  the 
environment  created  for  the  children  by 
the  teachers  and  administrators.  "You 
want  to  have  a  caring  environment,"  he 
says. 

Halloran  believes  that  teachers  do 
their  best  teaching  and  students  learn 
more  effectively  in  an  environment  in 
which  someone  is  there  to  show  concern 
for  their  well  being.  A  good  school  needs 
to  have  a  dedicated  teaching  staff  as  well 
as  healthy  students,  he  says. 

Also  important  in  the  school  en¬ 
vironment  is  learning  to  be  attentive  to 
the  individual  needs  of  students  and 
teachers.  "You  should  build  on  the 
strengths  of  students  and  your  staff," 
says  Halloran.  The  school  environment 
should  promote  optimism  and  help  stu¬ 
dents  feel  confident  that  they  can  do 
well.  In  addressing  discipline  problems, 
the  school  tries  to  emphasize  conflict 
resolution  rather  than  punishment, 
adds  Assistant  Principal  Maria  Nguyen. 

At  Harvard-Kent,  teachers  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  pay  attention  to  the  in¬ 
dividual  strengths  of  particular  students 
and  adapt  their  teaching  methods  to  fit 
their  needs.  Both  Halloran  and  Nguyen 
appear  to  admire  Harvard  psychologist 
Howard  Gardner’s  theory  of  multiple 
intelligence.  They  suggest  that  teachers 
are  allowed  to  try  different  methods  to 
help  students  learn. 

Some  children,  for  example,  may 
learn  literature  more  easily  by  seeing  it 
dramatized,  while  some  students  would 
be  more  likely  to  learn  scientific  prin¬ 
ciples  by  making  something  or  perform¬ 
ing  an  experiment,  they  suggest. 

Halloran  notes  that  the  Harvard- 
Kent  School  recently  placed  third  in  a 
1994-95  school  program  in  which 
schools  were  awarded  money  for  im¬ 
provements  in  staff  and  student  atten¬ 
dance,  student  test  scores,  and  other 
performance  measures. 

"We  aggressively  look  for  programs 
and  resources,"  said  Halloran,  who 
added  that  the  school  also  seeks  to  "find 
the  best  possible  staff." 

The  Harvard-Kent  School  is  one  of 
four  Boston  public  elementary  schools 
with  a  Chinese  Transitional  Bilingual 
Program.  Of  the  school’s  more  than  600 
students,  200  are  Asian  and  150  are  in 
the  Chinese  bilingual  program.  Many  of 
the  students  are  from  Chinatown  and 
ride  the  bus  to  school. 

Nguyen  points  out  that  the  Chinese 
bilingual  students  are  generally  hard 
workers,  studious  and  quiet.  She  points 
out  that  while  there  are  some  Chinese 
children  who  are  not  achieving  and  have 
problems  that  need  to  be  addressed,  she 
believes  that  in  general  they  are  doing 
well. 

Nguyen  believes  that  the  ability  of 
many  Chinese  children  to  perform  well 
in  school  has  a  lot  to  do  with  the  family 
culture  in  which  they  are  raised.  Chinese 
families,  she  suggests,  function  in  "a  cul¬ 
ture  that  expects  academic  perfor¬ 
mance." 

Nguyen  suggests  this  is  often  true 
even  in  homes  in  which  parents  are  out 
of  the  house  working  for  long  hours  in 
restaurants.  "You  have  to  study,  you 
have  to  be  a  good  person,"  is  the  message 
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children  often  receive  at  home,  she  says. 

While  some  students  appear  to  suffer 
from  not  receiving  adequate  attention 
from  parents  who  work  long  hours, 
others  thrive  even  when  parents  aren’t 
there  to  support  them.  Sometimes  it  just 
comes  down  to  the  temperament  of  a 
child,  she  says. 

Nguyen  says  that  the  racially  diverse 
school  tries  to  make  sure  that  Asian 
children  have  opportunities  to  mix  with 
non-Asian  students.  Sometimes  Asian 
students  tend  to  be  quieter  than  other 
students.  In  some  instances,  she  says, 
they  need  to  develop  their  social  skills 
more  in  order  to  avoid  feeling  isolated. 
"The  kids  are  taught  here  to  speak  their 
mind,"  she  says. 

Nguyen  notes  that  schools  can’t  al¬ 
ways  solve  many  of  the  problems 
children  bring  with  them  from  home. 
"We  have  kids  who  come  to  us  not  really 
prepared,"  she  says.  "The  problem  is 
complex.  We  have  societal  problems  we 
can’t  fix  in  school." 

Sometimes,  she  continues,  the 
schools  "are  expected  to  be  parents,  to 
be  social  workers,"  but  it’s  not  really 
possible  for  schools  to  play  so  many 
roles. _ 

Parents 
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Chu  suggests  that  bilingual  educa¬ 
tion  is  useful  because  it  gives  children 
more  confidence  and  teaches  them 
about  their  native  culture.  But  he 
doesn’t  want  his  daughter  to  be  enrolled 
in  the  bilingual  program  for  too  long.  "I 
want  my  daughter  to  be  in  the  regular 
school  as  soon  as  possible,"  he  says,  ad¬ 
ding  that  next  year  or  the  year  after  he 
wants  her  to  attend  regular  classes. 

"I  think  I  can  teach  her  more  Chinese 
at  home,"  he  says,  adding  that  "she  is 
learning  (English)  pretty  good  already." 

Meiling  Lee  has  a  four-year-old 
daughter  enrolled  in  K-l  at  the  Harvard- 
Kent  School.  The  family  lives  in 
Chinatown  and  both  she  and  her  hus¬ 
band  work  in  a  Chinese  restaurant.  Lee’s 
mother  often  takes  care  of  their 
daughter  when  they  are  at  work. 

Lee,  who  grew  up  in  Hong  Kong,  says 
her  daughter  can’t  get  enough  of  school 
and  wants  to  go  every  day.  "I  feel  the 
teachers  are  very  very  good,"  she  says. 

Lee  believes  it’s  important  for  her 
child  to  feel  happy  about  going  to  school 
every  day.  While  her  first  choice  for  a 
school  had  been  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School  in  Chinatown,  she  says  she’s  very 
happy  with  Harvard-Kent  and  will  keep 
her  child  enrolled  there  for  primary 
school.  Lee  wants  her  child  to  remain  in 
the  bilingual  education  program  until 
the  school  decides  she’s  ready  to  move 
into  regular  classes. 

Le  Mo,  a  resident  of  Charleston,  has 
sons  in  the  first  and  second  grades  at  the 
Harvard-Kent  School.  Originally  from 
Guanxi  Province  in  China,  she  says  her 
children  are  quickly  learning  how  to 
speak  English  and  often  want  to  speak 
English  with  her  at  home. 

Le  Mo,  however,  says  she  wants  her 
children  to  remain  in  the  bilingual  pro¬ 
gram  until  middle  school,  in  part  so  they 
can  learn  more  about  Chinese  culture. 
She  says  she  is  concerned  that  her 
children  will  lose  their  ability  to  speak 
Chinese,  especially  with  her.

School  department  spokesperson 
Phillip  Jackson  said  Johnson  has  been 
reassigned  to  a  position  in  the  Boston 
Public  Schools’  Athletic  and  Physical 
Education  Department  at  White 
Stadium,  the  site  of  public  school  ath¬ 
letic  events. 

Jackson  said  that  Payzant  had  read 
the  report,  visited  the  school,  and  talked 
with  Johnson  before  making  the 
decision  to  appoint  a  new  headmaster. 


"He  just  felt  that  at  this  time  Ms. 
Hurwitz  would  provide  better  leader¬ 
ship,"  he  said.  Payzant,  he  added,  wants 
to  put  in  place  changes  that  can  imme¬ 
diately  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the 
city’s  schools. 

The  superintendent  also  wants  "to 
change  some  of  the  structures  of  the 
school  system"  and  develop  better  com¬ 
munication  between  the 
superintendent’s  office  and  the  school 
staff,  according  to  Jackson.  "He  believes 
that  a  lot  of  the  school  staff  feels  some¬ 
what  disconnected  from  the  central 
level,"  he  noted. 

Hurwitz  has  held  positions  at  South 
Boston  High  School  and  Hyde  Park 
High  School.  She  most  recently  served 
as  director  of  Another  Course  to  Col¬ 
lege,  an  alternative  public  high  school  in 
the  Back  Bay.  ^  ^ 


Shootings 
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Nguyen  Hung  Van,  19,  of  450  Geneva 
Ave.,  #1,  Dorchester;  Quach  Vo  Trung, 
22,  of  Memphis  Tenn.;  Vo  Thai  Thanh, 
20,  of  Maryland,  a  15-year-old  juvenile 
from  Worcester,  and  a  juvenile  from 
Dorchester.  All  of  the  youths  were 
charged  with  affray. 

A  15-year-old  Worcester  youth  was 
shot  in  the  incident  and  taken  to  Carney 
hospital  with  a  gunshot  wound  to  the 
buttocks.  Also  shot  in  the  fray  was 
Jonathan  Nguyen,  27,  of  Dorchester.  He 
was  found  on  Beach  St.  and  Harrison 
Ave.  with  a  gunshot  wound  to  the  upper 
right  shoulder.  He  was  taken  to  Boston 
City  Hospital.  Neither  wound  was  life 
threatening,  according  to  police. 

Two  hand  guns,  a  baseball  bat,  a  crow 
bar,  a  galvanized  pipe,  a  broken  pool 
cue,  a  cleaver,  and  a  steak  knife  were 
recovered  from  the  area. 

In  a  special  community  meeting  last 
week,  police  officials  said  that  addition¬ 
al  police  officers  will  be  assigned  to  the 
neighborhood  in  the  coming  weeks  and 
an  effort  will  be  made  to  increase  regular 
police  patrols  in  the  area.  Police  will 
also  be  visiting  Chinatown  businesses 
on  a  regular  basis. 

Chinatown  leaders  asked  the  police 
to  reestablish  the  Asian  Anti-Gang  Task 
Force,  which  had  been  put  in  place  a 
number  of  years  ago  to  fight  Asian  or¬ 
ganized  crime.  The  Task  Force  has  since 
been  discontinued,  but  some  members 
of  the  community  feel  recent  events  war¬ 


rant  its  revival.  The  Chinatown  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Council  also  voted  to  support 
revival  of  the  Anti-Gang  Task  Force  at 
its  last  meeting. 

Police  officials  believe  there  were 
two  or  three  groups  involved  in  the  Nov. 
18  incident,  but  said  they  were  unsure 
what  motivated  the  youths  to  brawl. 
They  suggested,  however,  that  the  inci¬ 
dent  may  have  been  gang-related. 

Although  Police  said  the  shooting  in¬ 
cidents  on  Nov.  17  and  Nov.  18  do  not 
appear  to  be  related,  they  said  they 
would  study  the  matter  further. 

Police  also  commended  the  Asian 
police  officer  who  stopped  the  brawl.  "I 
admire  his  courage,"  said  Capt.  Ronald 
Conway.  "He’s  a  real  asset." 

Chinatown  resident  Neil  Chin  ex¬ 
pressed  concept  that  a  youth  had  attack¬ 
ed  an  Asian  police  officer,  while 
Neighborhood  Council  member  Mary 
Soo  Hoo  asked  why  more  Asian  officers 
are  not  being  assigned  to  Chinatown. 
While  the  Police  Department  has  in¬ 
creased  the  number  of  Asian  officers  in 
recent  years,  purportedly  to  work  with 
the  Chinese  community,  few  are 
regularly  seen  in  Chinatown. 

Sgt.  Detective  Tim  Callahan  said  that 
local  Asian  gangs  are  mobile  and  hard  to 
track.  He  noted  that  a  number  of  new 
gambling  parlors  have  opened  in 
Chinatown  and  said  that  gambling  at¬ 
tracts  criminals.  He  said  people  with  in¬ 
formation  on  organized  crime  or 
gambling  in  Chinatown  should  call  343- 
4627  after  5  P.M.  and  leave  the  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  answering  machine.  He  said 
people  do  not  have  to  give  their  names. 

In  another  Chinatown  incident, 
police  responded  to  an  armed  robbery  at 
27A  Tyler  St  on  Oct.  30  in  which  five 
Asian  males,  all  armed  with  handguns, 
forced  the  patrons  of  a  club  to  the  floor 
and  robbed  them  of  their  money  and 
jewelry. 

Also,  five  youths  were  picked  up  in 
Chinatown  and  charged  with  attempted 
murder  in  connection  with  an  incident 
in  which  a  17-year-old  youth  was 
stabbed  in  North  Quincy.  The  incident 
occurred  Oct.  25.  A  second  victim  was 
struck  in  the  head  in  the  incident. 

Arrested  at  230  Harrison  Ave.  and- 
charged  with  assault  with  intent  to  mur¬ 
der  were  alleged  members  of  the  Ah  - 
Sing  gang,  according  to  police.  Arrested 
were  Foo  Chun  Yuen,  21,  Hou  Hop  Tat 
Ta,  18,  Tin  Ngan  Wu,  24,  and  two 
juveniles.

Same  Old  Problems 

Drug  violations  and  prostitution 
continue  to  make  up  a  large  percentage 
of  the  arrests  made  on  Chinatown-area 
streets.

Community  Stops  Harry’s  Transfer 


The  Boston  Licensing  Board  has 
rejected  a  request  by  the  current 
operators  of  Harry’s  Place  at  41-45 
Essex  St.  to  transfer  an  all -alcoholic 
beverage  license  to  Jamica  Inc. 

The  board  rejected  the  request  by  a 
margin  of  two  to  one  on  the  grounds  that 
the  applicant  had  not  supplied  the  board 
with  adequate  financial  information,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Chinatown  Coordinator 
Jason  Chung. 

Last  month  about  100  members  of 
the  Chinatown  community  attended  a 
hearing  on  the  proposed  transfer  at  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation.  Community  members  were 
nearly  unanimous  in  voicing  opposition 
to  the  transfer.  Mayor  Thomas  Menino 
and  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 


Council  had  also  opposed  the  applica¬ 
tion. 

In  the  past,  the  bar  has  often  been 
cited  for  prostitution  and  drug  dealing 
on  the  premises.  The  area  outside  the 
bar  is  a  prime  location  for  area  drug 
dealers  and  prostitutes.  Members  of  the 
community  feel  that  the  new  owners 
haven’t  demonstrated  that  they  would 
change  the  character  of  the  bar  and  cor¬ 
rect  its  long-term  problems. 

In  a  meeting  with  the  Neighborhood 
Council,  Michael  Magaletta,  manager 
of  Jamica  Inc.,  argued  that  he  and  his 
brother  James  had  plans  to  serve  food 
and  keep  out  troublemakers.  The  com¬ 
munity  however,  questioned  whether 
the  brothers  could  do  much  to  change 
the  character  of  the  bar  by  investing  only 


$25,000  to  $30,000  in  renovations. 

Members  also  noted  that  the  building 
in  which  the  bar  operates  is  owned  by  the 
brothers’  uncle,  John  Magaletta,  who  in 
the  past  has  never  made  an  effort  to 
lease  the  site  to  a  more  respectable  busi¬ 
ness. 

The  bar  had  been  run  by  the  late 
Joseph  LaRaia  until  his  death  last  year. 
The  license  is  currently  in  the  hands  of 
the  estate  of  Joseph  LaRaia,  which  ap¬ 
parently  must  transfer  the  license  before 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Chung  noted  that  while  Jamica,  Inc. 
could  appeal  the  decision  to  the  state 
Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Commis¬ 
sion,  such  strong  community  opposition 
suggests  that  the  appeal  would  be 
rejected. 


Council  Seeks  to  Stop  Naked  i  Relocation 


The  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  voted  to  write  a  letter  to  the 
Boston  Licensing  Board  opposing  the 
transfer  of  an  all  alcoholic  beverage 
license  from  the  Naked  i  lounge  at  666 
Washington  St.  and  4-6  Beach  Street  to 
12-18  LaGrange  Street. 

The  Naked  i,  which  is  operated  by 
Ozmenoc,  Inc.,  wants  to  move  is  the 
LaGrange  Street  site  because  the  space 
it  currently  leases  is  slated  for  demoli¬ 
tion.  The  adjacent  Pilgrim  Theatre  in 
the  Combat  Zone  has  already  closed  its 
doors.  Property-owner  Kevin  Fitzgerald 
received  approval  to  demolish  the  build¬ 
ing  with  the  understanding  that  he 
would  redevelop  the  site.  The  Naked  i 
was  granted  a  one-month  extension  to 
stay  at  the  Combat  Zone  site,  according 
to  Chinatown  Coordinator  Jason 
Chung. 


The  Chinatown  community  sup¬ 
ported  the  demolition  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  taking  down  the  row  of 
buildings  would  abolish  the  heart  of  the 
Combat  Zone  and  its  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  businesses,  which  the  community 
considers  a  nuisance. 

The  Naked  i,  however,  is  seeking  to 
stay  in  business  by  relocating  to  a  former 
adult  entertainment  site  on  LaGrange 
Street.  The  site  is  close  to  a  newly 
opened  Emerson  College  dormitory  and 
an  Emerson  administrative  building. 

One  Chinatown  official  suggested 
that  Chinatown  and  Emerson  should 
join  forces  to  oppose  the  transfer. 
Chung  noted  that  Mayor  Menino  has 
also  stated  his  opposition  to  the  Naked 
i  transfer. 

Members  of  the  community  plan  to 


attend  a  licensing  hearing  on  the  matter 
Dec.  6  at  11:55  AM.  in  Room  809A  of 
City  Hall. 

The  Chinatown  community  has  long 
been  opposed  to  the  existence  of  strip 
clubs  and  x-rated  bookstores  close  to 
what  is  largely  a  residential  and  com¬ 
mercial  district.  The  Combat  Zone  is  the 
only  area  in  the  city  zoned  for  adult 
entertainment. 

Members  of  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  believe  that  the  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  businesses  attract  drug  dealers  and 
prostitutes  to  to  the  streets  of 
Chinatown.  The  majority  of  the  street 
crime  in  the  Chinatown  area  is  related 
to  drugs  and  prostitution.  The  vast 
majority  of  the  perpetrators  are  from 
outside  the  neighborhood. 


New  Members  Elected  to  Council 


Ken  Chan  and  Kai  Lau  won  the  two 
contested  seats  in  the  Nov.  26 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council 
election. 

Chan  received  602  votes  and  Lau  had 
460  votes  to  take  the  two  seats  available, 
in  the  "other"  category.  Running  in  the 
same  category  but  not  gaining  seats  were 
Debbie  Ho,  with  314  votes,  and  Benny 
Szeto,  with  188  votes.  The  "other" 
category  was  the  only  one  in  which  can¬ 
didates  competed  for  votes. 

Chan  is  a  New  York  Life  Insurance 
Agent  who  said  he  ran  because  he 
wanted  to  serve  the  Chinese  community, 
while  Lau,  an  administrator  at  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation,  said  that  if  elected  he  would 
lobby  to  have  Neighborhood  Council 
meeting  minutes  translated  into 
Chinese.  Both  will  be  new  members  of 
the  Council. 

Five  candidates  who  ran  without 
competition  were  also  elected  in  the 
resident,  agency,  and  business 
categories. 

Winning  seats  in  the  "resident" 
category  were  Lucy  Chin,  with  337  votes,

Early  Days  in  the  Laotian  Jungle

I  was  born  in  Laos,  to  a  quiet  farming 
family.  In  my  village,  my  family  lived  on 
the  top  of  a  mountain.  We  called  oursel¬ 
ves  Khmmu.  I  have  three  brothers  and 
two  sisters.  My  father  and  my  mother 
loved  all  of  us.  My  father  married  twice. 
His  first  wife  had  two  children,  one  boy 
and  one  girl.  His  second  wife  was  my 
mother.  My  mother  also  married  twice, 
but  she  divorced  the  first  and  stayed  with 
my  father.  My  mother  had  five  children. 
Three  boys  and  two  girls.  My  older 
brother  was  not  my  father’s  child,  he  was 
the  son  of  my  mother’s  first  husband. 

In  the  village,  you  can  have  more  than 
one  wife  if  you  have  money.  There  is  no 
limit  to  the  number  of  children  you  can 
have.  Some  have  12  or  13  children. 
When  the  people  have  twins  they  always 
give  them  an  animal  name  because  they 
are  afraid  the  babies  will  die  early.  For 
example,  their  name  is  supposed  to  be 
something  like  "Pig "  and  "Dog." 

Ever  since  I  knew  how  to  speak,  I 
realized  that  my  family  had  a  very  dif¬ 
ficult  life  because  of  communism.  Now 
my  family  is  in  the  hands  of  the  com¬ 
munists.  The  communists  make  them 
work  like  slaves.  When  I  was  a  little  boy, 
I  was  also  put  to  work.  The  kids  in  my 
village  never  went  to  school.  My 
brothers,  sisters  and  I  have  received  no 
formal  education  because  we  do  not 
have  a  written  language  in  the  village. 
We  went  to  work  because  everybody  had 
to  work.  We  went  to  work  when  the  sun 
came  up  and  worked  until  the  sun  went 
down.  There  was  no  electricity,  running 
water,  automobiles,  televisions,  radios, 
or  alarm  clocks.  I  still  remember  when  I 
was  a  child  in  my  village  we  used  roosters 
crowing  as  our  alarm  clock.  That  was  our 
alarm  clock  in  the  moraine.  The  rest  of 
the  day  we  had  to  look  for  the  sun  to  go 
down. 


I  remembered  that  my  father  built 
two  huts,  one  for  his  first  wife  and 
another  one  for  my  mother.  The  hut  was 
very  small,  and  it  did  not  have  so  many 
rooms;  we  had  only  one  big  room.  The 
mother  and  father  slept  next  to  each 
other.  The  female  children  slept  to  one 
side  of  the  mother,  and  the  male 
!  children  slept  to  the  side  of  the  father. 
My  father  was  very  different  from  the 
other  men  in  that  village  because  he 
loved  my  mother  more  than  his  first 
wife.  He  would  always  stay  in  my 
mother’s  hut  more  than  in  his  first  wife’s 
hut.  My  father  loved  all  of  his  children. 
My  father  and  mother  were  exactly  like 
tigers;  whenever  they  were  angry  they 
beat  one  of  us  in  the  house  severely  until 
he  or  she  lost  consciousness.  The  reason 
they  did  that  was  because  we  did  not  pay 
attention  to  them.  In  that  society  most 
of  the  young  people  worked,  they  helped 
their  parents  to  work  on  the  farm.  We 
work  when  we  become  eight  or  nine 
years  old. 

My  father  had  several  farms,  and  they 
were  far  away  from  our  village.  It  was 
about  10  to  15  miles.  Every  time  we  went 
to  the  farm,  we  had  to  prepare  every¬ 
thing.  We  stayed  for  a  couple  months 
until  we  finished  planting  the  sticky  rice. 
Then  we  went  home.  My  brother  was 
working  on  the  farms  taking  care  of 
everything.  Every  day,  he  was  supposed 
to  pass  a  big  mountain  with  three  big 
platters  of  food  and  he  was  alone.  When 
the  harvest  season  began,  we  went  back 
and  helped  my  brother  to  take  care  of 
everything  on  the  farm. 

One  day  my  brother  went  back  home 
and  did  not  want  to  go  to  the  farm  again 
because  he  felt  very  exhausted.  That  day 
my  father  was  like  thunder:  he  had  a 
horrible  anger  and  beat  my  brother  so 
bad.  He  went  inside  the  shack,  pulled 
out  the  gun  powder  and  shot  at  my 
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brother,  but  he  missed.  My  brother  did 
not  want  to  go  back  to  the  farm  because 
it  was  almost  the  beginning  of  the  har¬ 
vest  season. 

Every  child  loved  the  harvest  season 
because  we  had  time  to  play  around.  We 
did  not  have  holidays  as  they  do  in 
America,  but  we  had  only  one  month 
vacation  after  we  finished  the  harvest. 
My  father  and  mother  treated  my  little 
sister  different  than  my  oldest  brother; 
my  older  brother  worked  a  lot  of  the 
time,  but  my  sister  did  not  do  anything. 
She  was  the  baby  of  my  house.  Even  in 
my  house  they  treated  the  first  and  the 
younger  kid  different 

My  mother  and  my  father’s  first  wife 
never  got  along  with  each  other,  they 
hated  each  other.  One  year,  we  had  bad 
luck.  My  family  did  not  have  enough 
sticky  rice  during  that  year.  My  father 
beat  my  mother  and  his  first  wife  be¬ 
cause  he  believed  that  they  were  lazy.  He 
divorced  his  first  wife  and  she  ran  away 
with  her  two  children.  He  stayed  with  my 
mother.  From  that  time  on  I  never  say 
my  second  mother  again;  they  probably 
died  because  they  lived  in  the  jungle  on 
their  own. 

The  most  scary  thing  in  our  village 
was  ghosts;  ghosts  eat  humans.  In  my 
village  we  believe  in  ghosts.  When 
people  get  sick  they  always  kill  a  chick¬ 
en,  take  the  blood  and  liver  out  and 
place  it  in  a  big  tree  for  the  ghost.  Thus, 
the  ghost  can  take  away  the  pain  and 
misery  from  a  sick  person. 

In  the  village,  buffalo  is  very  impor¬ 
tant  for  every  hut.  When  someone  dies 
in  the  house  they  have  to  kill  a  buffalo. 
We  save  the  buffalo  head  to  give  it  to  the 
person  who  dies.  We  take  all  the  meat 
out  and  clean  it  to  make  it  beautiful,  and 
leave  it  on  top  of  the  tomb.  When  the 
elder  people  die  we  kill  a  buffalo  when 
we  finish  the  burial.  All  the  buffalo  meat 
is  supposed  to  be  finished  in  a  year;  the 
reason  we  have  to  finish  this  meat  within 
a  year  is  because  this  family  would  not 
be  able  to  go  out  hunting.  After  that,  the 
family  of  the  person  who  died  has  to  stay 
home  for  one  year.  For  the  first  three 
weeks,  they  have  to  stay  inside  the  hut. 
They  only  eat  and  sleep,  and  do  not  go 


outside.  After  the  three  weeks  they  can 
go  out  and  play  with  the  other  people, 
but  still  not  go  to  the  farm.  After  one 
year  they  begin  their  new  life,  go  to  the 
farm  and  start  to  do  the  same  thing  as 
the  other  people  do. 

In  our  society  the  graveyard  was 
separated  from  the  rest  of  the  village. 
When  people  got  shot  or  committed 
suicide  and  died  we  buried  them  in  one 
place.  When  the  babies  died,  we  buried 
them  close  to  the  village,  and  when 
people  died  by  a  natural  death,  they 
would  be  buried  far  away  from  the  vil¬ 
lage.  Also  a  buffalo  head  was  always 
placed  on  top  of  the  grave  to  show 
respect  for  those  old  people  who  died 
naturally.  This  practice  was  not  used  for 
babies,  shooting  victims  or  those  who 
committed  suicide,  but  only  for  the  per¬ 
son  who  died  a  natural  death. 

In  1975,  the  communists  conquered 
Laos  and  only  half  of  the  Laotians  sur¬ 
vived.  Laos  was  changed  by  the  com¬ 
munist  political  regime.  During  that 
period,  communists  told  the  citizens 
that  they  must  go  to  a  specific  place  and 
learn  in  a  certain  way  and  believe  in 
communism.  In  order  to  survive,  ethnic 
Laotians  had  to  obey  the  communist 
rules.  Since  the  communists  took  over, 
the  Laotian  government  lost  its  power 
and  everything  has  changed. 

In  late  1975,  the  communists  came 
over  to  my  village  and  reorganized  our 
situation.  They  moved  my  family  to  the 
lower  land,  changed  our  culture  and 
religion;  from  that  point  on  they  forced 
my  father  and  my  brother  to  serve  in  the 
army.  From  that  point  on,  my  father  and 
my  brother  never  came  back  home.  They 
both  passed  away  during  the  year  of 
1981.  After  my  father  died,  my  mother 
had  no  power  at  all.  The  reason  my 
mother  lost  her  power  was  because  that 
society  was  dominated  by  men.  Every¬ 
thing  fell  apart  because  the  communists 
came  over  and  changed  the  life  of  my 
ethnic  group.  They  forced  young  people 
to  serve  in  the  army.

Xu  Bing’s  Imagined  Language 


It’s  a  dazzling  display  of  language. 
Long  scrolls  of  Chinese  text  hang  from 
the  walls;  open  books  filled  with  perfect¬ 
ly  formed  Chinese  characters  line  the 
floor  beneath  the  hanging  scrolls.  It’s  a 
virtuoso  display  of  Chinese  writing,  with 
each  character  finely  drawn. 

There’s  just  one  drawback  to  this 
artist’s  impressive  display:  None  of  the 
characters  on  the  scrolls  or  pages  has  a 
meaning.  While  each  character  has  been 
constructed  of  the  strokes  and  radicals 
of  genuine  Chinese  characters,  the  com¬ 
bination  here  is  completely  wrong.  The 
result  is  a  room  filled  with  nonsensical 
Chinese  writing. 

Who  would  invest  so  much  energy 
and  time  in  such  a  painstaking  task?  The 
Chinese  contemporary  artist  Xu  Bing, 
whose  exhibit  entitled  "Language  Lost" 
is  on  display  at  the  Massachusetts  Col¬ 
lege  of  Art’s  Huntington  Gallery 
through  Dec.  22.  Originally  entitled  "A 
Book  From  the  Sky,"  Xu  Bing’s  installa¬ 
tion  was  first  exhibited  at  the  Chinese 
National  Art  Museum  in  1988.  To  cre¬ 
ate  the  4,000  characters  used  in  the 
work,  he  sought  the  help  of  a  dictionary 
compiled  in  1710. 

To  the  viewer  without  knowledge  of 
written  Chinese,  Xu  Bing’s  project  may

suggest  the  power  of  a  cultural  tradition 
in  which  books  and  learning  played  such 
an  important  role.  But  to  the  viewer  who 
can  recognize  the  meaninglessness  of 
the  characters,  the  work  is  certain  to 
have  a  quite  different  effect. 

What  exactly  is  this  artist  trying  to  get 
at?  To  some  he  may  be  suggesting  that 
China’s  cultural  traditions,  drawn  from 
the  way  of  "heaven"  and  the  deep  past, 
may  be  meaningless  to  a  critically 
minded  younger  generation  of  Chinese. 
The  generation  that  came  of  age  during 
the  reform  era  of  Deng  Xioping  began 
to  reject  certain  aspects  of  Chinese 
tradition,  especially  those  which  they 


felt  had  kept  China  from  developing 
into  a  modern  society. 

On  another  level  Xu  Bing’s  work  also 
suggests  that  language  and  culture  are 
human  constructs.  Meaning  exists  in 
language  because  everyone  agrees  on  its 
symbols.  If  the  symbols  are  dismantled 
and  re-configured,  meaning  is  lost.  One 
is  left  instead  with  the  sense  that  a  mean¬ 
ing  should  be  there  but  isn’t.  It’s  this 
blankness  -  this  escape  from  sense  itself 
-  that  may  be  the  effect  the  artist  is  striv¬ 
ing  for.  The  effect  of  Xu  Bing’s  writing 
is  similiar  to  that  of  a  Zen  koan,  a 
paradoxical  saying  meant  to  bring  a  stu¬ 
dent  to  enlightenment.  It  jars  the  viewer 
beyond  rational  thinking  to  something 
more  difficult  to  communicate  in  words. 
It’s  the  first  step  too  toward  creating  a 
new  kind  of  meaning,  a  new  language. 

The  artist  seems  to  suggest  that  cul¬ 
tural  traditions  are  like  everything  else 
in  nature;  they  grow,  flourish,  and 
decline;  they  are  meant  to  create  mean¬ 
ing  but  over  time  they  loss  their  effec¬ 
tiveness  -  their  power  to  create  meaning. 
While  his  work  can  be  interpreted 
politically,  Xu  Bing  seems  more  inter¬ 
ested  in  exploring  the  pre-rational  root 
of  language  and  culture  and  the 
relativity  of  meaning. 


However  one  chooses  to  interpret  Xu 
Bing’s  work,  his  project  will  undoubted¬ 
ly  have  the  effect  of  jarring  the  viewer 
out  of  complacency. 

An  internationally  renowned  artist 
based  in  New  York,  Xu  Bing  emerged 
from  the  Chinese  New  Wave  movement 
of  the  mid-1980s.  "A  Book  From  the 
Sky"  was  one  of  the  works  included  in 
the  now  famous  Chinese  Avante-rtSUB 
exhibit  in  Beijing  in  1989.  While  some 
Chinese  artists  may  have  had  difficulty 
finding  an  original  voice  after  being  ex¬ 
posed  to  so  many  Western  influences, 
Xu  Bing’s  work  hasn’t  this  problem. 

A  1981  graduate  of  the  Central 
Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Beijing,  Xu 
Bing  was  sent  to  the  countryside  for  re¬ 
education  during  the  tail  end  of  the  Cul¬ 
tural  Revolution.  His  earliest 
experiences  with  art  involved  using  it  to 
create  political  propaganda.  It  was  an 
era  in  which  the  Mao  cult  was  still  alive. 

It  was  also  an  era  when  the  projected 
image  contradicted  the  underlying 
reality.  Xu  Bing  seems  to  be  striving  to 
unveil  that  underlying  truth  in  his  work.
